Gale Follows Collision... 


“The passengers had nearly forgot- 
ten all about the collision,” said Cap- 
tain Thomas, “‘when we ran into a 
gale from the southeast late Friday. 
night. It kept freshening all the time 
with violent squalls, and from the ra- 
dio messages I received it was evident 
that he were on the northern ——— of 


the' Florida hurricane. 
“At 4 o'clock Saturday afterhoon it 


was at its maximum, with seas forty- 
five.feet high and the wind at hurri- 
cane force, which means over 100 miles 
velocity. 

“Shortly afterward a heavy sea 
broke over the stern as we ran before 
the mountainous waves, and smashed 
the big winch aft and carried away 
the flagstaff. With the big hole on the 
port’ side, I did not think it, wise to 
ship too much water aft and decided 
to turn the vessel round to get head to 
sea. After-emptying barrels of oil to 
break the force of the seas,. the Savoie 
went round to starboard, and then I 
hoye her ‘to until the storm began to 
abate and veered to the north. By 
midnight the Savoie went full speed 
. ahead on her course.’’ 

Captain Thomas said that it was one 
of the worst storms he had ever ex- 
perienced in his thirty-five y at 
sea. “‘One expects them in the Atlan- 
tic in Winter, but not at this season of 
the year,”’ he said. 

The Captain added that he never had 
the slightest fear for the safety of 
the ship, although she is thirty-seven 
years old.

Mrs. W. R. Benet, one of the pag- 
sengers, who writes punder the name 
of “Elinor Wylie,” said that the} 
storm had been the greatest thrill in 
her life and she would never forget it.
